It also 
hhas become a major supplier of both sides 
im both of the Mideast’s dangerous arms 
Taces—that between the Arabs and Israelis 
and that between Iran and the Arab states 
bordering the Persian Gulf. Ἶ 

In the past, arms grants were under the 
control of Congress, which had to vote the 
funds, and the administration limited ship- 
ments primarily to allles and to other areas 
where U.S. foreign policy and security in- 
terests were felt to be at stake, Later. con- 
gressional opposition reduced arms gifts to 
the vanishing point. But cash sales, essen- 
tially ont of control, soared to levels many 
times higher than the gift shipments Con- 
gress found objectionable. 

A little over a year ago, under the Nelson 
amendment, the Congress asserted the right 
of prior review and veto over the bulk of 
US. arms sales abroad, which have tripled 
since 1973. But arms sales continued to rise. 
Congress exercised its veto power only once, 
in the projected sale of Hawk auti-alreraft 
missiles to Jordan.
